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THE DEPARTMENT OF LIBRARY 
AND ARCHIVES

The Department of Library and Archives became a unit of 
Arizona’s administrative structure on March 8, 1937.This does not 
denote the day of the institution’s birth, but is merely an item 
of its genealogical chart—a chart which marks as well a number 
of significant periods of Arizona history. 

When in the late fall of 1863 the men chosen by President 
Abraham Lincoln to organize and officer the newly created 
Territory of Arizona rendezvoused at Fort Leavenworth on the 
Missouri River, one of their number was Richard C. McCormick, 
of New York, named to the Secretary of the Territory. With 
intellectual foresight, Mr. McCormick had gathered a collection 
of books which he conceived the Territory would need—367 care- 
fully collected volumes of history, law, geography and other in- 
formative material—and he had the collection with him. 


With a strong military escort the party moved laboriously 
westward over plain and mountain, bent upon the erection of a 
civil government where none had ever existed before. One of the 
transports of the train bore the McCormick collection. 

When establishment of the Territorial government was ef- ° 
fected the First Legislature, assembled at Prescott in 1864, created 
a Territorial Library, consisting of the McCormick collection, and 
designated the Secret tary of the Territory to be the librarian. 
Thereafter, as the seat of government was shifted from place to 
place—Prescott to Tucson in 1869, back to Prescott in 1877, thence 
to Phoenix in 1889—the office of Secretary of the Territory and its 


accessory, the Territorial Library, was perforce a party to each 


and every move. Adding novelty to the government's peregrina- 
tions, the Territorial Library was frequently moved from pillar 
to post within the boundaries of the currently occupied capitol 
town. During this period of almost continuous travel it is re- 
markable that any portion of the original McCormick collection 
survived. 

With removal of the capitol to Phoenix in 1889 the government 
was housed in the old City Hall at Washington and First Streets. 
This afforded no opportunity for library expansion, but evidenc- 
ing that the Territorial Library was not-altogether forgotten a 
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law was enacted in 1893 placing it under the “control and man- 
agement of a board of curators of three members to serve with- 
out compensation,” but retaining the Secretary of the Territory 
as librarian. 

Not until the beginning of the century, when the Territory's 
first capitol building of its own was dedicated, was opportunity 
afforded for a Territorial Library equipped to render the services 
for which an institution of its character is designed. Even then 
the library quarters were inadequate and transitory and ranged 
from basement to garret. 

The first session of the Legislature held in the new capitol, 
in 1901, marked the initial attempt to broaden the Library’s scope. 
A historical department was then added to its field of activities 
and provision made for the preservation of all Arizona news- 
papers. 

Although Arizona became a state February 14, 1912, it was 
not until March 24, 1915 that a measure establishing the State 
Library took effect. Its principal functions were reflected in the 
title of its administrative officer, who was designated the Law 
and Legislative Reference Librarian. Con P. Cronin was named 
by law for this post, of which he was the occupant until his death 
on March 14, 1932. Under his guidance steps were taken toward 
the development of an institution capable of rendering construc- 
tive service and its developed notably. Lack of adequate quar- 
ters was still a serious handicap, however, and substantial relief 
was not forthcoming until 1918, when the Legislature authorized 
construction of an addition to the capitol denominated the West 
Wing Addition. Half of the third and all of the fourth floors of 
its structure were occupied by the State Library, and the growth 


In 1937 legislation broadly revamping the State Library 
structure and greatly enlarging the scope of its services was in- 
troduced. It was henceforth a department of the legislative branch 
of government, to be known as the Department of Library and 
Archives, and to consist of divisions respectively designated the 
State Legislative Bureau, the Library Division and the Division 
of Arizona History and Archives, each embracing appropriate 
subdivisions. 

As an essential implement of the proposed expansion a meas- 
ure was also initiated for the construction of a major addition 
to the capitol building. The growth of the State Library and the 
multiplied demand for its services gave strong support to the

movement. As a measure of respect to the highest judical body of 
the State, which was also to be housed in it, the proposed addi- 
tion was denominated the Department of Justice Building. Both 
measures received undivided legislative and executive approval, 
and in 1939 the Department of Library and Archives occupied 
the quarters assigned to it, being two and a half splendid, fully 
equipped stories of the new building, the total capacity of which 
exceeds that of the original capitol, and of which it constitutes 
the major portion. 

Today we find the Department of Library and Archives, the 
progenital ancestors of which lived for more than three-fourths 
of a century they knew not where, in splendidly adapted quar- 
ters, serving the legislature, state officials and the people of a great 
State. It may be of interest to note, however, that its shelf space, 
designed for twenty years expansion, is after a period of only 
thirteen years clarmoring for expansion. 

Simultaneous with the Department’s change of quarters, the 
office of Arizona Historian was abolished and its important duties, 
together with an accumulation of highly valuable historical ma- 
terial, transferred to the Department of Library and Archives. 

Today, with a history encompassing nine-tenths of a century 
to look back upon, the Department of Library and Archives is 
one of the nation’s most comprehensive service agencies. Its 
several divisions perform services which in no other state are 
performed by one department, and in some by as many as five. 

The library holding of the Department of Library and Archives 
at present number, in round figures, 300,000 live items, embraced 
in such major collections as Arizoniana, law, legislative reference, 
political science, general reference, geology, genealogy, biogra- 
phy, United States history and public documents. This figure 
does not include the official archives, consisting of the essential 
records of Arizona’s government since statehood. 

The divisions of the Department—the Library Division, em- 
bracing what is generally known as the State Library, as well as 
the State Law Library, the Division of Arizona History and 
Archives, and the State Legislative Bureau—are housed in in- 
dividual quarters, but administrative authority is centralized. The 
Law Library serves the Supreme Court, the Attorney-General 
and the legal fraternity. The Library Division is accessible to 
the public and serves visitors and correspondents from all parts 
of the Union and many foreign countries. The service includes 
a comfortable reading room which features all of the newspapers 
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and other regular publications of the State as well as the principal 
national publications. 


The Division of Arizona History and Archives is a major sector, 
its duties having been amplified by the transfer to it, in 1939, of 
the functions and materials of the office. of Arizona Historian. It 
contains what is probably the most complete collection of Ari- 
zoniana in existence—books, many of them exceeding rare, manu- 
scripts, diaries, maps, photographs and bound files of Arizona 
newspapers from the earliest days. As accessories of this Division 
two museums are maintained—a museum of archaeological and 
ethnological artifacts and one of Arizona minerals. 


While not the most extensive, the State Legislative Bureau is 
one of the most important divisions of the Department, and the 
one which directly identifies it as an agency of the legislative 
branch of government. It maintains a legislative reference library, 
makes studies of legislative problems and prepares legislative 
bills at the request of members of the legislature and officers of 
the government. 


Another function of the Department prescribed by law is that 
of state-wide library extension—a service of great importance 
which will be rendered as soon as funds are provided for the 
purpose. 

The government of the Department of Library and Archives 
is vested in a Board of Curators of three members, appointed by 
the Governor for terms of six years, and a Director, who is named 
by the Legislature for an indefinite term.

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AMERICAN HERITAGE PROJECT 


The American Library Association has announced accept- 
ance of a grant of $200,000 from the Fund for Adult Education 
to continue and to expand a nation-wide program in public li- 
braries of adult discussion on the American heritage and its 
contemporary application. 

This grant, to be expended in a year, renews a grant of 
$150,000 which initiated the ALA American Heritage Project on 
an experimental basis last year. (The Fund for Adult Education 
is an independent or ganization established by the Ford Founda- 
tion. ) 

Announcement of the renewal grant was made at ALA Head- 
quarters in Chicago, by David H. Clift, Executive Secretary, who 
said: “This continued assistance from the Fund for Adult Educa- 
tion will be welcomed throughout the country for the further 
opportunity it provides for libraries to extend and develop their 
important and natural role in adult education.” 

At the same time Mr. Clift announced appointment of a new 
director for the project to succeed Mrs. Grace Thomas Steven- 
son, formerly of the Seattle Public Library, who directed the 
program during its initial year and who recently accepted the 
post of Associated Exe cutive Secretary of ALA. The new project 
director is Jack B. Spear, who is on leave from the I Library Ex- 
tension Division, New York State Library, Albany. He took up 
the project direction at ALA Headquarters in September. 

Objective of the project, Mr. Clift said, is “to stimulate general 
thinking on our freedoms by understanding their origins and 
their application to the great problems of today. The approach is 
to help the American adult to examine his heritage and to decide 
what he stands for.” 

Mrs. Stevenson reported that the first year’s experimental 
programs of demonstration were conducted in six areas to provide 
experience in libraries representing a variety of geographical 
and population situations. They were: Athens, Georgia, Regional 
Library; Denver, Colorado, Public Library; La Crosse, Wisconsin, 
Public Library; Los Angeles, California, County Public Library; 
New York Public Library; and Vermont Free Public Library Com- 
mission. Mississippi and Alabama came into the project as partial 
demonstration areas; additionally, twenty libraries participated 
spontaneously, and many other libraries conducted American 
Heritage adult programs with the assistance of the project office. 








The project provided training of community discussion 
leaders, additional library staff personnel, and discussion materials 
in the various areas. 

On the basis of the first year’s experience, Mrs. Stevenson 
said, and with the advice of consultants of the Fund for Adult 
Education, expansion of project activities in the second year will 
be “out of strength—that is, we will expand on a regional and 
state-wide basis where we already have on-going programs, and 
we are also adding some other areas.” Present plans are to in- 
clude the following areas in the second year: Eastern Colorado, 
Wisconsin, Georgia, Vermont, Mississippi, Alabama, New York 
City, Los Angeles County, Missouri, and North Carolina. 

Mrs. Stevenson emphasized that any public library anywhere 
may receive assistance in conducting adult discussion programs 
on the American Heritage from the project office. This would be 
in the form of materials and guidance.

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AEA SCHOOL LIBRARY MEETING 


How can the school library serve you? This was the question 
up for discussion on November 7th, during the AEA convention 
at the Children’s and Young People’s Section of the Arizona State 
Library Association. Miss Marguerite Pasquale, chairman, intro- 
duced speakers who outlined what they believed to be the func- 
tions of the library in the school. Viewpoints represented were 
those of the administrator, the public library, and teachers on 
the secondary, intermediate, and elementary levels. 

Mr. Marion Donaldson, Superintendent, Amphitheater Public 
Schools, speaking for the administrator, emphasized the growth 
of school libraries into complete service agencies. Changing 
concepts make the library an integral part of modern education. 
Physically, the library should be the most inviting room of the 
school, and it should be functionally arranged. Trained librarians 
are most necessary. 

The school library as a center for curriculum materials, was 
described by Mr. F. H. Bradshaw, teacher of English in the 
Mesa High School. Mr. Bradshaw deplores the use of the li- 
brary as a study hall, since this detracts from its usefulness as 
an educational tool. 

Librarians should make demands and make themselves heard. 
This was the opinion of Miss Nora Heng, teacher of social sci- 
ences, Roskruge Junior High, Tucson. She felt also that the study 
hall should be separated from the library and that the latter 
should be functional in design. The responsibility for teaching 
library skills and for assisting committees rests with the librarian. 
The ever increasing use of the core method of instruction re- 
quires more extensive libraries. 

Mrs. Mildred Hoerning, eighth grade teacher, Emerson 
School, Phoenix, stressed the necessity for cooperation between 
the teacher and the librarian. The library should help to develop 
independent work habits in the student, and should also provide 
material on various levels for all units of study. 

The public library opinion, as expressed by Mrs. Frances 
Thomas, Carnegie Free Library, Tucson, was that library instruc- 
tion in the school leads to more effective use of public library 
resources. She also spoke of the need for close cooperation be- 
tween the two libraries.

COLUMBUS LETTER RETURNED 


A letter written by Christopher Columbus, December 28, 
1504, was formally returned to the Spanish Government by the 
Library of Congress on Columbus Day. Purchased for $60.00 by 
the Library as a copy in 1945, it has since been identified by 
Spanish and American experts as probably the genuine auto- 
graph letter that disappeared from the National Academy of 
History in Spain in 1936, during the Spanish Civil War. The re- 
turn of the letter conforms to the Library’s policy of restoring 
documents in its possession “which have been improperly re- 
moved from other institutions.” 


ST. MARTIN’S PRESS 


Word has been received that as of early last summer, St. 
Martin’s Press has been set up by Macmillan & Company, Ltd., 
of London. This establishment will publish and distribute their 
books in the United States.

FEDERAL LIBRARY SERVICES BILL 


The Library Services Bill which will be introduced in the 
83rd Congress will carry the same provisions as the bill which 
was before Congress last year; i.e., a basic grant to each state 
of $40,000 a year for five years with additional funds available 
under a variable matching formula based upon rural population 
and per capita income. The funds under the bill would be used 
by state library agencies for the development and promotion of 
state plans to extend or improve library service. 








LIBRARY PERIODICALS ROUND TABLE 


On June 4, 1952, the ALA Council approved a petition to dis- 
solve the old Presidents and Editors Round Table, and establish 
a new Library Periodicals Round Table, to meet for the first time 
at the 1953 midwinter conference in Chicago. 


An organization meeting, tentatively scheduled for February 
3, 1953, will be concerned with the election of a temporary chair- 
man and appointment of a nominating committee, as well as 
discussion of proposals for a statement of purpose, qualifications 
for membership, officer organization, and time and frequency of 
meetings. 

Once organized, the Round Table will discuss periodical ex- 
change, use of uniform advertisements by large national adver- 
tisers, standardization of advertising rates, and improvement of 
format and contents. 


NEW HOME FOR FAMOUS DOCUMENTS 


The Declaration of Independence and the Constitution of the 
United States have been transferred from the Library of Con- 
gress to the National Archives. The historic documents, which 
were exhibited at the Library since 1921, except for the war 
years, were ordered transferred by action taken on April 30, by 
the Joint Committee on the Library. The decision of the Com- 
mittee was, in substance, “that the routine application of the 
statutes concerning the records of the United States Govern- 
ment and its predecessors required this action.” Appropriate 
transfer ceremonies took place in the Exhibition Hall of the Na- 
tional Archives on Bill of Rights Day, December 15, 1952. Mean- 
while the Bill of Rights was encased in helium, so that it may be 
safely and permanently displayed with the Constitution and the 
Declaration, which were similarly protected in 1951. The papers 
of the Continental Congress and the Constitutional Convention, 
which also were included in the Committee’s transfer, had already 
been moved to the National Archives.
